Status of the Application 

Claims 8-9, 1 1, 23 are pending. 

Amendment of claims 8-9, 23, and cancellation of claims 10 and 12 in a communication filed on 
1 1/6/2003 is acknowledged.

stringent conditions comprise hybridization in 0.5 M NaHP0 4 , 7% sodium dodecyl sulfate, 1 mM EDTA 
at 65 degrees centigrade, and washing in 0.1xSSC/0.1% SDS at 68 degrees centigrade.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses phosphatidylinositol-3' kinase associated proteins which bind to the SH2 domains of the 
regulatory subunit of phosphatidylinositol-3' kinase (p85), the Examiner has found no teaching or 
suggestion in the prior art directed to the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 2. Therefore, claims 8, 1 1 and 23 
directed to (1) the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 2, (2) chimeric proteins comprising the polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 2, or (3) phosphatidylinositol-3' kinase associated proteins comprising the C-terminal amino 
acids of SEQ ID NO: 2 which bind to the SH2 domain of the regulatory subunit of phosphatidylinositol- 
3' kinase and are encoded by polynucleotides which hybridize under the stringent conditions recited in the 
claims to the polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 1, are allowable over the prior art of record.
